WIFE APPLIED FOR 


Ed Benedict and family of West 
Pifth street, this city, were called 
yesterday to the home of Marshall 
Benedict in Fayette county, the latter 
suiciding by shooting himself as de­ 
tailed in yesterday’s Republican. The 
Connersville Courier has the follow­ 
ing story of the affair: 
“ Paying top prices for cattle and 
marketing them at small profit and 
oftentimes at a loss, is believed to 
have caused the shortage in the ac­ 
counts of Marshall Benedict, the re­ 
tiring 
Columbia 
township trustee, 
who suicided by shooting himself in 
the temple at Alpine shortly before 
noon yesterday. 
Benedict’s shortage is said to be 
$1,5 40.6 7 . This diserepency was dis­ 
covered by the 
township 
advisory 
board Tuesday, when the members 
o f that body met at Benedict’s home 
and were guests at a turkey dinner. 
At that time Benedict’s books were 
audited. 
During the next twenty-four hours 
Benedict must 
have made 
up his 
mind to take his own life and thus 
escape the consequences of his al­ 
leged defalcation, 
since it 
became 
known yesterday that the bought the 
revolver at Smith’s furniture store 
on Thursday morning. 
“ Benedict went into the store and 
walked back to the stove where he 
found L. V. Hegwood. 
‘I want to 
look at your revolvers,’ said he. 
“While the stock was being exhib­ 
ited Benedict remarked to Hegwood 
that he had been bothered by rats for 
some time and that he meant to get 
rid of them if he could learn to use 
the gun. 
After selecting and paying 
for a 32-cailibre Ivers Johnson re­ 
volver he went out. 
Presently 
he 
came back and asked Mr. Hegwood 
to show him how the gun worked. ‘I 
don’t want the police to catch me 
with this gun,’ he said, with a smile. 
Benedict came back a second time 
and asked for information about the 
operation of the gun. 
“ That Benedict was cheerful to the 
last is shown by a remark he made 
to Parker Linville not three minutes 
before he fired the fatal shot. 
Lin­ 
ville was walking along the railroad 
tracks 
toward 
the 
ruins of the 
Chance grocery 
building 
when he 
met Benedict going in the direction 
of the poultry 
house across 
the 
tracks. 
Linville was smoking a pipe. 
“ *1 see you have got your gun lit’ 
he remarked facetiously to Linville, 
referring, of couise, to the pipe. 
“ Linville joined a 
group of men 
who were standing about the ruins. 
He scarcely had time to pass the 
time of the day when he heard the re­ 
port of a revolver in the direction of 
the poultry house. 
He went across 
the track, entered the house and dis­ 
covered the dying man in a reclining 
position with blood streaming from 
his left temple. 
The smoking revol­ 
ver was grasped in Benedict’s left 
hand.

January 11 to 16 at Purdue Univer­ 
sity. 
The faculty with several help­ 
ers, have been busy the past week 
preparing for the crowds of farmers 
who will attend the course 
Indica­ 
tions at the present time are that 
more than 2000 people will take the 
work. 
Four thousand ears of corn have 
been scored and placed on tables for 
the use of the farmers. 
Corn scor­ 
ing which is an important part of the 
work, will be given each day. 
An 
attempt will be made to teach the 
students just how to score and se­ 
lect com. 
The following counties will send 
and pay all expenses of more than 
100 boys: 
Laporte 25 ; White, 25 ; 
Benton, 25 ; La Grange, 14; Owen, 10; 
Daviess, 2; Jasper, 2; Huntington, 1; 
Bartholomew, 1. These boys are sent 
by the corn clubs of 
the various 
counties, and they receive the trip as 
a premium on com grown and exhib­ 
ited in the county. 
The School of 
Agriculture will give these students 
special instruction in corn and live 
stock, 
A new feature of the Animal In­ 
dustry work will be a carcass de­ 
monstration. 
Carcasses of hogs and 
cattle will be cut up before the class­ 
es and the different cuts of the ani­ 
mals explained. 
This work will be 
interesting and valuable and is al­ 
ready attracting considerable atten­ 
tion.

TILLMAN HEARS 
FROM PRESIDENT 


Details of Senator’ s Connection 


With Alleged "Land Grab.” 


BOOSEVELT WRITES TO HALE 


In a Letter to the Chairman of the 


Senate Committee on Appropriations 


the President Sets Out a Case in 


Point Relating to the Work of the 


Secret Service Arm of the Govern­ 


ment, in Which Certain Correspon­ 


dence of Senator Tillman is Laid 


Bare. 


W ashing ton, 
Jan. 
9. — President 
Roosevelt today m ade p ublic the de­ 
tails of an investig ation by p ostoffice 
Insp ectors and secret service ag ents of 
Senator Tillm an’s connection with an 
alleg ed “land g rab” in Oreg on. 
As he 
p resents the evidence to Senator Hale, 
In resp onse to the la tte r’s request to 
th e heads of the various ex ecutive de­ 
p artm ents for a statem en t of the op er­ 
ations of the secret sorvice, the p resi­ 
dent undertak es to show: 
T h at Mr. Tillm an used his influence 
as a senator in an effort to force the 
g overnm ent to comp el a railroad cor­ 
p oration to relinquish its control of 
land g rants from the U nited States in

order that he and his fam ily and his 
secretary, J . B. Knig ht, m ig ht p rofit 
throug h the p urchase of some of the 
land; th at the senator used his g ov­ 
ernm ent frank ing p rivileg e in num er­ 
ous instances for the conduct of p ri­ 
vate business. 
Com p aratively few 
senators 
were 
favored with the op p ortunity of read 
Ing the p resident's rep ort to Senator 
H ale, hut those who did read the re­ 
p ort took a serious view of it, althoug h 
m ost of the senators refused to believe 
th a t Mr. Tillm an had ever done any­ 
thing in violation of his oath as a sen­ 
ator. 
Tillman Ex pects to Reply . 


Senator Tillm an did not p erm it the 
fa ct th at the p resident was g iving out 
th e charg es ag ainst him to alter his 
determ ination to m ak e no statem ent 
until Monday. 
He said he could not 
m ak e his rep ly so com p lete as he 
would desire for today’s p ap ers and 
tha t he would therefore w ithhold what 
•ve r rem ark s he m ig ht have to mak e 
until Monday, when he would m ak e a 
» tatem ent to the senate. 
No effort 
w as m ade by him to conceal the fact 
tha t when he had learned the facts 
conoerning the railroad g rant he had 
m ade an effort to obtain p ortions ol 
th e land in the nam es of him self and 
m em bers of his family, but declared 
tha t as at m ost he could have g otten 
p ossession of a few hundred acres, his 
efforts w ere afte r all in behalf of the 
p ublic and not esp ecially in his own 
interest. 
Im m ediately afte r the con 
elusion of the chap lain’s p rayer Mon 
day Mr. Tillm an will ask the recog ni 
tio c of the chair on a question of p er 
sonal p rivileg e. 
D ep arting from his 
custom of ex tem p oraneous sp eak ing 
he will read his statem ent, thus insur 
ing m ore careful adherence to w hat he 
desires to say than he would be able 
to g ive in an offhand sp eech. 
The com m unication to S enator Hale 
is nearly 3.000 words long and in addi 
tion there is ap p ended num erous ex 
hHiits including cop ies of letters w rit 
ten by Senator Tillm an and his ag ent 
W illiam E. Lee, showing th a t they die 
m ak e an effort to secure several quar 
ter sections of the Oreg on land anc’ 
the rep orts of the p ostoffice insp ector? 
who investig ated the transactions oi 
the land ag ents. 
It was throug h this 
investig ation th at the alleg ed interea” 
of Senator Tillm an was broug ht tc 
lig ht and fatefully it ap p ears th at ft 
was at his instig ation the inquiry was 
beg un. 
The Hale Letter. 


The p resident's com m unication tc 
Senator H ale is as follows: 
“T he W hite House, Washington, J an 
5, 19 09 . 
*My Dear Senator Hale: 
I have re 
quosted the different departments ot 


the government, not only those to 
whom you sent requests, but those to 
whom you did not, to g ive me all the 
Inform ation about the use of sp ecial 
attorneys, sp ecial ag ents, insp ectors, 
etc., in th eir dep artm ents, which will 
enable me to p ut before you all the 
facts which, as I understand it, your 
com m ittee desires to have. I transm it 
these rep orts herew ith. I call esp ecial 
attention to the rep orts of the secre­ 
tary of state, the secretary of the 
treasury and the attorney g eneral. 


The Right and Duty cf Congress. 


“Let me at the outset m ost earnestly 
ex p ress my cordial ag reem ent w ith the 
view th at it is not only the rig ht, hut 
the duty of cong ress to investig ate 
the w ork ing s of the secret service or 
detective ag ents by which alone the 
g overnm ent can effectually safeg uard 
itself ag ainst wrong doing , p unish crim e 
and bring to justice crim inals. 
I am 
well aw are of the liability to abuse 
inherent in any effective detective sys­ 
tem or secret service system ; for the 
m easure of the efficiency of the sys­ 
tem is also the m easure of the serious­ 
ness of the abuses of the system if it 
be ap p lied to wrong p urp oses or di­ 
rected to an im p rop er m anner. 
It is 
em inently to the p ublic interest that 
th ere should be vig ilant inquify into 
the w ork ing s of this ag ency, both by 
the heads of the ex ecutive dep art­ 
m ents and by cong ress. 


Sy stem Absolutely Indispensable. 


“It nevertheless rem ains true that 
this system is absolutely indisp ensable 
if the p op ular interest is to be ade­ 
quately safeg uarded and w rong doers 
taug ht to fear the law. 
To show how 
indisp ensable detectives are when im 
p ortant work of a confidential charac 
te r m ust be done, I refer you to the 
ex p erience of the*im m ig ration commis 
sion ap p ointed by cong ress and larg e­ 
ly com p osed of senators and rep resen­ 
tatives, which has found it absolutely 
necessary to emp loy detectives in or 
der to achieve the best ^results. 
* 
* 
I would lik e to state here that very 
frequently 
accusations 
have 
been 
m ade to me p rivately by m em bers oi 
the two houses to the effect th a t the 
secret service has been used as a 
‘p olice of m orals’ or to shadow sena 
tors, cong ressm en and other p ublic of­ 
ficials. 
H itherto the effort to discover 
the basis for such alleg ations has al 
ways been fruitless. 
I should b€ 
g reatly 
oblig ed 
if 
any 
inform ation 
could be furnished me tending to show 
any instance where this has been done 
in tim es p ast. 
A Case In Point. 


“Of course, in the investig ation ol 
si» ecific frauds we som etim es come 
across wholly unex p ected p hases ol 
m isconduct. 
The frauds in the p osta 
dep artm ent 
which 
were 
unearthed 
som e six years ag o, for instance, offei 
a case in p oint. 
My susp icions were 
first aroused by a rep ort m ade as tc 
the very ex travag ant and debauchee 
m anner of life of a certain p ostal em 
p loye, this rep ort being m ade by ar 
official of the secret service in con 
nection w ith another transaction or 
which he was at work . 
So with cases 
of the abuse xof the frank ing p rivileg e 
Some of these instances rep resent rea 
abuses, but in other cases they art 
due to carelessness or ig norance, anc 
very often doubtless are entirely un 
k nown to the cong ressm en themselves 
and no g ood p urp ose would be servec 
by any p ublicity in the m atter. 
B ut s 
case has ju st arisen of a different k ind 
which It seem s to me I should p ut be 
fore you as illustrating in strik ing 
fashion the way in which investig a 
tions beg un by any of these various 
ag ents in the stric t line of their du t3 
m ay develop facts of hig h im p ortance 


As to Mr. T illm an’s Case. 


“On the 19 th of February, 19 08 , Sen 
ator Tillm an called the attention of the 
senate to a circular of a syndicate flrir 
for the sale of lands in Oreg on w hicl

“The letter continued, stating in de­ 
tail w hat was to he done in order to 
enable the senator to g et the land. 
The W illiam E. Lee to whom Senator 
Tillm an thus referred as his ag ent, 
w rote to R eeder and W atk ins under 
date of Dec. 7 , a letter ex p laining that 
he had w ritten Senator Tillm an fully 
as to the statu s of the land m atter, 
advising him th at it was ‘a g ood g am ­ 
ble.’ 
The letter continues: 
“ ‘In case Senator Tillm an g ets in 
on this deal w it’ 
ome g ood land in 
the eig ht quarters wre wTant, I am sa t­ 
isfied that he can be of g reat help in 
g etting m atters started from Wash- 
ing ton and cause the g overnm ent tc 
g et busy and do som ething along the 
line you desire. 
He will set up such

This will be very im p ort­ 
ant for your whole schem e to have a 
man of his influence here to aid you 
at this end of the line.

The Tillman Resolution. 


“On the 31st of January, 19 08 , Sena 
to r Tillm an .introduced in the senate a 
resolution 
setting out th at various 
railroads and other corp orations have 
received larg e g rants of p ublic lands 
containing conditions to the effect thal 
such lands should be sold to actua 
settlers only, at a p rice p er acre noi 
g reater than an am ount m entioned ir 
the act authorizing such g rant, anc 
also setting out th at ‘it is currently re 
p qrted and widely believed th a t the 
dep artm ent of justice has inform atior 
to the effect th at certain of the cor 
p orations aforesaid, having obtainec 
colorable title to larg e trac ts of lane 
w ithin a state or states of th e Pacific 
slop e by virtue of the g rants above 
m entioned, and still holding consider 
able p ortions thereof, have violated 
or evaded the equitable and salu tar 
3 
conditions as aforesaid im p osed by the 
cong ress up on such g rants for the p ub 
lie g ood,’ ask ing ‘th at the p resident be 
requested if not incom p atible with the 
p ublic interest, to inform the senate 
w hat inform ation, if any, has been re 
cp ived, and w hat action, if any, ha* 
been tak en by the dep artm ent of jus 
tice with resp ect to the m atters anc 
thing s in the p ream ble to this resolu 
tion set forth,’ and p ressed vig orous^ 
for im m ediate action.

of the governm ent. 


Earnest and Vigo ro us Speeches. 


As had been forecasted, the report 
of the special com m ittee appointed to 
deal with the language in the presi­ 
dent’s annual m essage and in his spe­ 
cial m essage of last Monday bearing 
on the secret service affecting mem­ 
bers of congress was subm itted and it 
was used as the basis for some of the 
m ost earnest ¿and vigorous speeches 
ever heard in the historic cham ber.
